With two-fifths of the returns 
counted, Brookhart had almost half 
of the total vote cast for the five 
candidates in the race. 

Nine hundred and ninety-six pre- 
cincts out of 2,447 in the State gave 
Brookhart, 91,456; Cummins, 61,- 
i08; Howard Clark, 26,608; L. E. 
Eickelberg, 2,041, and Dan Rear- 
don, 1,949. 


70,000 Plurality Claimed. 


Brookhart campaign managers 
said that the former senator, who 
was unseated two months ago in 
favor of Daniel F. Steck, his Demo- 
cratic opponent in the 1924 elec- 
tion, would win finally by 70,000 
votes. Although declining to make 
a formal statement, they thanked 
Republican voters for “their splen- 
did Peeeteeenens nin the issues pre- 


sented.’ 
Cummins’ manager virtually con- 


ceded Brookhart’s victory soon aft- 
er midnight, when E. J. Kelly, a 
Cummins vice chairman, announced 
that “with almost one-half of the 
precincts reported, it appears as if 
Mr. Brookhart has been nominat- 
ed.”"”

Girl, 3, ls Dead in Futile 
Attempt to Comfort 
Grandmother.

Three-year-old Lola Annie Rat- 
terree, of 214 Spruce street, Ta- 
koma Park, Md., gave her life yes- 
erday that she might comfort her 
grandmother, her inseparable com- 
panion, in death. 

The grandmother, Mrs. Annie 
Mangum, 58 years old, was found 
dead, sitting on the cellar steps, 
with the face of the little ‘girl 
buried in her lap. Mr. and Mrs. 
Riley J. Ratterree, parents of the 
girl, made the discovery on their 
return from work shortly before 6 
o’clock last night. 

In a corner of the cellar, next to 
an electric washing machine, still 
running, was a burning hot plate- 
heater, fumes from which, physi- 
cians say, caused the two deaths. 

Effort to Save Life Vain. 

While Mrs. Ratterree summoned 
neighbors, the girl’s father carried 
the bodies of his daughter and 
mother-in-law through the house 
to the front lawn. Mrs. Mangum 
was lifeless, but a spark of life still 
seemed to exist in the body of the 
girl while Jason H. Barton, phar- 
macist at the Naval hospital, living 
at 210 Spruce street, worked fran- 
tically over her, trying to bring 
back consciousness by artificial 
respiration. When this failed, Mr. 
Ratterree placed the bodies of his 
daughter and mother-in-law in his 
automobile and took them to Wal- 
ter Reed hospital where they were 
pronounced dead. 

Mr. Ratterree, who is employed 
as an auditor in the internal revy- 
enue bureau, and. his wife. employ- 
ed as a clerk in the immigration 
bureau, were heartbroken by the 
tragedy. | 

Dr. Joseph D. Rogers, acting 
coroner, who was summoned by of- 


ficials of Walter Reed hospital, noti- ? 


fied Maryland authorities of 
tragedy. According to Dr. Rogers, 
Mrs. Mangum had apparently been 
dead for several hours when dis- 
covered, while the girl was prob- 
ably asphyxiated when she went to 
the aid of her grandmother. 


Puts Dolls to Bed 


‘Peggy.’ as the girl is affection- 
ately known to neighbors, was seen 
Playing on the lawn of her home 
yesterday afternoon. According to 
Mrs. J. Wilson Dodd, who lives at 
22% Spruce street, “Peggy” had told 
her she was going to put her dolls 
to bed and went into the house 
about 3 o'clock. 

Mrs. Mangum, at the time, was 
washing clothes in the cellar. She 
stayed at home and cared for the 


girl while “‘Peggy's’’ parents were 
at work. According to the girl’s 
parents, the dolls were found neatly

Deaths of 27 Indians Involv- 
ed; Officers Sniffed at “Flesh 
Burning,” He Says. 


Pawhuska, Okla., June 7. (By A. 
P.).—-Stories of third degree meth- 
ods alleged to have been used by op- 
eratives of the United States De- 
partment of Justice in an effort to 
obtain confessions in several Osage 
Indian murder cases, were told on 
the witness stand in State district 
court here today by William K. 
Hale and John Ramsey, testifying 
as defense witnesses in the trial of 
Ernest Burkhart, Hale’s nephew, 
for the murder of W. E. Smith, of 
Fairfax. 

Hale’ and Ramsey are codefend- 
ants with Burkhart in the Smith 
case, but it is probable they will not 
be tried in State court.. They are 
under a Federal indictment charg- 
ing them with the murder of Henry 
Roan, an Osage Indian, and the 
United States Supreme Court, which 
recently sustained the validity of 
the indictment, today ordered a 
mandate sent to Oklahoma immedi- 
ately. 


Small Charges Used, He Says. 


Declaration that he was threat- 
ened with electrocution and that 
small charges of electricity were 
actually applied to his body in an 
effort to obtain a confession, 
made by Hale, a wealthy Osage 
county cattleman. Hale is charged 
by the government with having in- 
stigated the murders of several rich 
Indians tn an effort to gain control 
of their estates.

“Smith asked me if I saw an 
electric chair in the room. He 
sniffed and asked if I smelled burn- 
ing flesh—said they had executed 
one of my pals. They said they 
had had a confession from Burk- 
hart and Ramsey and would make 
me sign one.

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MILLIONAIRE 15 SAVED

Body of A..J. Gleason, Head 
of Business Colleges, Iden- 
tified at Last Moment. 


MISSING FOR SIX MONTHS

today saved a millionaire from

BODY CHARGES PLOT 
TO WITHHOLD FACTS 


Senator Capper Says Mer- 
chants in Unfavorable Light 
Because of Acts. 


The Department of Justice will 
be called into the investigation of 
local coal. dealers by the Senate 
District committee, the committee 
decided yesterday. 

H. A. A. Smith, chief investigator 
of the comptroller general’s office, 
reported to the committee that the 
dealers had refused to make avail- 


able any information to him that 
would be very useful to the commit- 
tee. Most of the dealers had de- 
clined to make any information 
available, Mr. Smith said, and the 
others offered data of a nature that 
would be of little worth to the 
committee in trying to determine 
whether the dealers profiteered dur- 
ing the recent coal strike. 


Began Two Months Ago. 


The committee’s action is the out- 
growth of the investigation. launch- 
ed more than two months ago. 
Several hearings were held at which 
local coal dealers and their repre- 
sentatives appeared. When the 
committee sought access to the deal- 
ers’ books, an agreement was réach- 
ed between Mr. Smith and auditors 
representing the dealers as to the 
method of procedure. 

Mr. Smith subsequently reported 
that he could not get enough infor- 
mation as would enable him to 
make a conclusive report. 

There was some more dickering 
between Mr. Smith and the deal- 
ers’ representatives, but a few 
weeks ago Mr. Smith again reported 
that the attitude of the dealers 
would not permit of his getting any 
worthwhile information. 


Are Criticized 


Outspoken criticism of the deal- 
ers’ attitude marked the hearing. 
Senator Capper, chairman of the 
committee, said the dealers, because

of their attitude, were certainly in’ 


an unfavorable light before the 
committee, and other members de- 
clared that the position of the deal- 
ers. was untenable. 

After considerable discussion as 
to whether the committee had the 
right and should further pursue the 
matter, it was voted to call upon 
the Department of Justice for a 
representative to sit with the com- 
mittee Morday, to determine a 
course of action.

PLANS CANADIAN’ TRIP 


The condition of Chief Justice 
Taft was reported improved at his 
home last night, following the re- 
port that he could not attend the 
closing session of the Supreme 
Court yesterday because of illness. 

“The Chief Justice has been un- 
dergoing a hard grind,” his secre- 
tary explained. He added that his 
physician had advised him to “rest 
for a few days’’ before the long 
trip to his summer home at Murray 
Bay, Canada. Mr. Taft intends to 
leave for his summer home Friday. 
If his present. improvement con- 
tinues uninterrupted, he will be 
able to make the trip as he has 
planned, it is said. 

The Chief Justice has remained 
in bed since Saturday, it was re- 
ported. The hard term of court, 
and especially the assiduousness 
with which he has applied himself, 
is blamed for the condition of over- 
work from which he is now suffer- 
ing. 

Dr. Thomas Claytor, heart 
specialist, who has attended the 68- 
year-old Chief Justice and former 
President for some time, stated that 
Mr. Taft is not seriously ill. He 
could have attended the sessions of 
the court the physician said, but 
said that it was rather caution than 
physical disability which prevented 
him. 

He has often continued at his 
work despite minor disabilities.

Court Upholds Tax 
On Ore Royalties 


(By Associated Press.) 


States were declared by the Su- 
preme Court yesterday to have the 
right to tax royalties received for 
permission to mine and remove ore 
from land. The decision was hand- 
ed down in seven cases brought by 
corporations and others to test the 
validity of the Minnesota statute. 

Interpreting the tax as one levied 
upon the payment of a royalty, the 
court, in an opinion by Justice Mc- 
Reynolds, announced that it could 
find no objection to it. It held 
that legislatures in imposing taxes 
could treat ore Jands as a distinct 
class of property and impose upon 
them a tax not extended to quar- 
ries, forests and other classes of 
property without unlawfully dis- 
criminating.

Of course, I do 
if there is logic in this, 
but I do know that rainfall, partic- 
ularly our local thunderstorms, are 
almost. if not entirely dependent 
upon surcharged atmosphere, and 
it seems to me it is barely possible 
this condition ts being neu 
tralized or absorbed by electrical 
waves. A peculiar phenomenon is 
the theavy rainfall in Florida, and 
they had cloudbursts at Miami last 
summer of gigantic proportions. 
Fourteen inches of rain fell there 
in one day. Is not our rainfall be- 
ing detoured, so to speak by the 
radio? There are virtually no 
broadcasting stations in this vicin- 
ity, while in Florida and the coun- 
try to our north and west is literal- 
ly ,.bulging with them. This may 
possibly be the answer to the situa- 
tion throughout this section, and it 
behooves the Congress, which is vf 
an investigating trend, to look into 
a matter that means much to us 
people of the Carolinas, Georgia, 
Alabama and other Southern States. 
Another crop faitgre in this section 
will have disastrous results to busi- 
ness and may perhaps endanger life 
itself.

ZINC POISONING. 

F a person eats foods that have 
I been cooked in galvanized iron 

utensils, is there any danger of 
zinc poisoning? How about eating 
fruits and vegetables that are a 
little acid or sour while being 
cooked? How about eating slightly 
sour stuff put up in galvanized 
cans? How about drinking water 
that has stood in a galvanized iron 
tank and comes through galvanized 
iron pipes? 

All heavy metals are slightly 
polsonous and all are soluble. In 
galvanized iron, zine is one in- 
gredient, and zinc is somewhat 
poisonous, ranking in this quality 
somewhere below lead and arsenic 
and somewhere above iron and 
aluminum. Repeated analyses have 
shown the presence of some zinc in 
all foods that have come in contact 
with zinc. 


— 


- The result of many studies shows 
that there is no real danger to the 
average person following the usual 
food customs. Zinc in the form it 
is found in the foods referred to is 
only slightly poisonous. The organs 
of elimination can throw off the 
daily intake of zine without partic- 
ular difficulty. There is very little 
storage of-zinc in the tissues of this 
group of people, and what is stored 
there is in quantities too small to do 
particular harm. It may be that the 
*miner who lives out of cans is an 
exception, but I doubt it. Canned 
goods are put up in cans that are 
lacquered as well as galvanized. It 
is probable that no zinc is absorbed 
through the lacquer. But research 
has not wholly eliminated zinc as a 
poison.

Zine oxide and zinc sulphate are 
acute poisons. There is an acute 
condition known as zinc chills and 
zinc sulphate is used to produce 
vomiting. 

McCord and Friedlander, of Cin- 
cinnati, tell about chronic zinc 
poisoning among people who had 
worked in a galvanizing factory for 
more than five years.. The symp- 
toms they had were anemia, pallor, 
chronic indigestion with symptoms 
very like those of stomach ulcers, 
constipation and persistent head- 
ache. These symptoms they regard 
as due to chronic zinc poisoning. 

The people who work in a gal- 
vanizing plant are exposed to zinc 
constantly. The dose they pick up 
is not enough to cause zinc chills 
nor any symptom of acute poison- 
ing. After years of exposure enough 
zinc is accumulated in their organs 
to cause the symptoms of chronic 
poisoning. 

Men who operate galvanizing 
plants and workmen whose employ- 
ment exposes them to zinc should 
both find it easy to protect against 
this very mild poison. If exposure 
for several years in places that are 
insanitary and by people who are 
careless sometimes causes no symp- 
toms, it should be possible to carry 
on the same work for 20 to 40 
years if the workers are careful and 
the place is run right. 

The general population can feel 
that there is no worthwhile danger 
even of chronic zinc poisoning for 
them.

such confiscation in the event the 
plebiscite so ordains. 


Means Refusal to Sign. 


Although the president declares 
that he must reserve his official de- 
cision until confronted with the re- 
sults of the referendum, his 
straight-forward denunciation of 
the proposed seizure of the Hohen- 
zollern and other princely proper- 
ties is construed in political circles 
as definitely presaging his refusal 
to sign the measure of confiscation 
even though affirmed by a majority 
of the electorate. 

Such refusal would precipitate a 
presidential crisis, in that it would 
automatically carry with it his re- 
tirement from office. 

Von Hindenburg characterizes 
the plebiscite not only as a grave in- 
justice, but also as “evidencing a 
deplorable lack of traditional senti- 
ment and an exhibition of base in- 
gratitude.”’ 

Beyond stating that the cabinet 
would not concern itself with the 
personal utterances of the presi- 
dent, especially in view of his state- 
ment that his official decision will 
be formulated when the result is 
known, official quarters tonight de- 
clined to comment on the letter. It 
is known that its publication will 
provoke political reactions which 
are calculated to embarrass the 
Marx-Stresemann cabinet.

Several women ap- 
proached him with tears streaming 
down their faces and there were 
tears in Mr. Rankin’s eyes because 
of the rebuke the committee had

New Tax Valuation. 


“There will be a new tax valua- 
tion, effective July 1, 1927, to give 
us an increased basis for the 1925 
tax levy,’’ said Col. Bell. ‘“‘Then the 
extension of the water supply 
tem that took $2,500,000 out of the 
general fund this year and for 
which $1,500,000 has been appro 
priated for next year will be eom 
pleted, so that drain on our re- 
sources will not be a factor.

With the work in these de- 
partments still lagging from their 
setback during the war, it is a se- 
vere problem to catch up and bring 
them to date.
